Accordingly, the council sub- 
mitted its scheme for develop- 
ment of the area to the Minister 
for Lands, the Hon.-J. C. M. 
Balfour, on Tuesday, August 9. 

The council believes that Cabi- 
net's decision that the reserve be 
developed for housing has a 
deeper significance in that the 
way is now open not only for de- 
velopment of the reserve, but the 
whole of the south-west Altona 
area which could carry a popu- 
lation of 20,000 people. 

Adjoining on the west: and 
south of Queen Street (Altona- 
Laverton road) is an area of ap- 
proximately 200 acres capable of 
similar development and further 
west (and westwards for a dis- 
tance into Werribee Shire-Lav- 
erton area) is a large and old 
subdivision held by hundreds of 
individual owners. 

The council considers that by 
reference to the existing plann- 
ing scheme which it developed 
and administers, to roads and 
drains which it has-been con- 
structing _throughout the Shire 
and to the public amenities such 
as health and recreational ser- 
vices which have been provided 
strategically throughout the ex- 
isting developed areas, that it 
is a competent authority to de- 
velop the -area from its almost 
virgin staté to a flourishing sub- 
urban area. 

Also by reference to foreshore 
and other reserves in the Shire 
it can be shown that it is cap- 
able of developing the open 
space reserve along the fore- 
shore. Such land requires ex- 
tensive filling which could come 
from controlled filling from road 
works, sewerage works and pri- 
vate development works nearby 
and from controlled garbage, fill 
in some places.

LAND PURCHASE 

In May 1965, the Council offer- 
ed the Premier $350,000 for 
approximately 400 acres of land 
onthe suggestion that the Gov- 
ernment could utilise this sum 
to purchase and develope land 
elsewhere for a Youth Training 
Centre proposal. 

Due to changed conditions, the 
Council now submits that the 
land should be sold to the Coun- 
cil on a terms contract agree- 
ment whereby the land could be 
paid: for in parcels over say 
seven years. 

The purchase price should 
remain at $350,000 with a sug- 
gested ‘deposit of 20% and bal- 
ance over the next six years. 


LAND FILLING 

Perhaps two thirds of the land 
will require filling, but if the 
project is divided into seven 
years, then zones one and two 
could be developed without fil- 
ling. The excavated material 
from the road works and drain- 
age of these zones could‘be util- 
ised (along with filling or spoil 
from other Council jobs, from 
the Board: of Works projects in 
the area, and from other sources 
desiring to avail themselves of 
a convenient place to dispose of 
acceptable filling) to fill the 
next zone and some of the near- 
by open space area. 

And so the land filling devel- 
opment could leap-frog-from a 
current work zone area to the 








adjacent zone. 
Filling costs are outlined in 
the overall estimate.

: DEVELOPMENT 

Drainage: Drains shall be laid 
by the Council. Complete liaison 
will be kept with the Board of 
Works to ensure that design is 
co-ordinated with the Board’s 
drains and drainage require- 
ments. 


Water Supply: Obtaining water 
from the Board’s nearest suit- 
able source of supply will be 
charged to the scheme. 


Gas: The Gas and Fuel Cor- 
poration is not yet aware of the 
details of the project but the 
Corporation has been most co- 
operative with other subdivisions 
in Altona Shire. 


Electricity: Finance will have 
to be found to enable the S.E.C. 
to reticulate the area but such 
funds which are on ‘loan’ to the 
S.E.C. which will refund with 
interest over a period of years, 
will not be a charge on the 
scheme. 


Sewerage: The M.M.B.W. Sew- 
erage treatment: works to the 
north west of the estate should 
be completed in two years hence. 
Therefore sewerage reticulation 
mains should be laid along with 
the other services as the road 
works progress. The Council will 
need to confer with the Board of 
Works regarding priority and 
finance of ,such reticulation. 


General: It is the Council's 
aim to ensure that all under- 
ground services are under- 
grounded whilst development is 
taking place. The need to open 
a newly constructed road mere- 
ly to install some amenity must 
be_nulified. 

The Council also proposes that 
S.E.C. lines should be under- 
rounded and investigations are 
underway to establish relative 
nditionay costs for underground- 
ing. 


Roads Construction: The Coun- 
cil has constructed miles of 
roads and streets since it was 
chartered ‘nine years ago and 
feels itself competent to under- 
take the roading of the area.

FAIL SAFE TYRE 


A fail-safe device to prevent 
ear aceldents caused by tyre 
failures has been put on the 
market in U.S.A. 

It is fitted inside the rim of 
ordinary tyres so that when a 
tyre blows out the wheel rides 
on flexible rubber ridges shaped 
like teeth. 


Mr. William C. Newberg, a 
former president of the Chrysler 
Corporation and now heading 
the safety tyre's manufacturing 
firm, said that a car could be, 
driven for 100 miles on the 
safety tyre. 


He said President Johnson's 

car already had the safety 
tyres installed. as had the cars 
of his security guards. 
The tyre inserts proved to be 
safe in blowouts at speeds over 
70 m.p.h. and with two tyres 
blowing out simultaneously on 
the same side of the car. 

If car companies adopted the 
device as standard equipment it 
could be installed on all four 
wheels for about $A60 a car.

I attended the Vietnam and 
Conscription meeting sponsored 
by the Williamstown Peace Com- 
mittee in the Altona Civic Hall 
on August 9. 


The particular political slant 
of the meeting became obvious 
early when protest cards author- 
ised by the A.N.Z. Congress, for 
International Co-operation and 
Disarmament were handed 
avound, The 1959 Melbourne 
Congress of this body was de- 
clared to be ‘‘a tightly organised 
Communist stunt’ by the Angli- 
can Dean of Melbourne and 80 
of its own delegates. 


During the Altona meeting 
Rev, B. Silverwood spoke about 
America being obsessed with 
anti-Communism, while Mr. T. 
Ashton projected the view that 
internal violence in the U.S.A. 
























was coupled to a violent U.S. 
foreign policy. Both speakers, 
in answer to an objection from 
the audience, denied that they 
vere anti-American. Mr. Ashton 
rather naively pointed out that 
he was not against those Ameri- 
cans who reacted against their 
own Government's foreign policy. 


Not one of the speakers made 
any reference to the violent 
methods of the Viet Cong which 
are responsible for the murder 
of 4000 low level civil officers 
such as school teachers, each 
year. In fairness it must be said 
that Rev. B. Silverwood, in 
answer to a question, deplored 
this violence. 


Not one of the speakers, in- 
eluding Labor Party members, 
Cr. Lee and Mr. Crean, quoted 
the reason for the continuation 
of the Vietnam war given by 
British Labor leader Harold Wil- 
son—-that Hanoi and Peking re- 
fuse to come to the conference 
table. 


If, as Cr. Lee announced, this 
meeting had the full support of 
the Altona Shire Council, then 
if the pitifully smal! number of 
Altona residents present was any 
indication, the council backed a 
loser.

education within the Altona 
Shire when he is not cognizant 
of all the relevant facts. 


Latest figures issued indicate 
17 unfiled senior women’s posi- 
tions: 15 of these are in the 
Western Division, five being in 
the Altona Shire. This, we ad- 
mit, is a most serious problem; 
but when Cr. Ginifer goes on in 
his report to belittle the work 
of the younger teachers—vide 
para. 2 of the report in the 
“Star” of 4/8/1966—the Altona 
West teachers most emphati- 
cally register their protest. We 
consider this unprofessional con- 
duct in poor taste, to say the 
very least. 


His statement that unqualified 
women fill higher positions is 
not correct, as far as this 
school is concerned. Our Class 
TI woman in charge of the in- 
fant department, does have the 
qualifications for the Class IL 
position she occupies, and her 
work has been highly commen- 
ded. The other young teachers 
in this department have success- 

: fully completed their Teachers’ 
College Courses and are qualified 
for higher positions. 


We feel that the instruction of 
the children under their care 
has not suffered from the teach- 
ing of these young professional 
people who bring to our service 
qualifications, knowledge, skill 
and enthusiasm. We have to 
report that two of our infant 
department women have re- 
ceived promotion aiway from, 
Altona, so much for the Depart- 
ment’s opinion of these teachers. 


Cr. den Dulk tempered his re- 
marks when he suggested that 
full inquiries should be made at 
each school—how unfortunate 
he hasn't suggested this to Cr. 
Ginifer before the report was
